INDIAN PRINCES GIVE ENGLAND ASSUR- 
ANCES OF THEIR LOYALTY.

A Fight of a Serious Character Cannot 
Long Be Put off— Violent Attack on the 
German Emperor’s Character—Ex-King 
Milan of Servia in Sore Straite—The 
Pope and Italy. 


CALOUTTA, Oct. 15.—The news of an encoun- 
ter between the Afghans and the Russians is 
awaited with much anxiety, as it is believed 
that a fight of serious character cannot long 
be put off. The Viceroy has received profuse 
assurances of loyalty from a number of the 
Indian princes, including the Nazam, who is 
prepared to puta strong force into the field. 
While a Russian attack on India is not ex- 
pected, the vice-regal government anticli- 
pates a Russian struggle for a foothold in 
Afghanistan. 


AUSTRIA WATCHFUL. 

VmA, Oct. 156.—Owing to Russia's in- 
creased armament on its western bound- 
aries, Austria has strongly reinforced the 
frontier between Lemberg and Brzenysl. 


THE DREIBUND PLEASED. 

VIVA. Oct. 15.—The semi!-official Fremden- 
biatt, commenting to-day upon the interview 
at Monga, near Milan, on Tuesday between 
M. De Giers, the Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs the Marquis Di Rudini, 
the Italian Premier, and King Humbert says 
this conference was a distinctly gratifying 
event, as being evidence of the pacific senti- 
ment prevailing. ‘*The interview, the Frem- 
denblatt adds, was hailed with satisfaction in 
this city, where the interests of the Dreibund 
are well enough understood to convince judi- 
cious observers that the friendly meeting of 
the Italian and Russian statesmen cannot but 
be welcome to us. 


ITALY AND THE VATICAN. 


THE POPE A HOSTAGE MENACED WITH ASSASSI- 
NATION OR EXPULSION. 

Lowpor, Oct. 15.—In a recent interview 

one of the most prominent Cardinals, known 

to be an intimate friend of the Pope and one 


of bis advisors, said that the Vatican 
is convinced that the late dis- 
orders at Rome, precipitated by 
French pilgrims, were really incited 


by the Italian Government which has become 
jealous of the growing influence of the Pope 
and the amicable relations which exist be- 
tween France and the Vatican. The Drei- 
bund is cognizant, the Cardinal continued, of 
Italy’s complicity in the Menotti Garibaldi 
affair and at that timethe Under Home Sec- 
retary, Lacca, arranged a project 
for a circular letter to do sent 
to the mayors of the provincial towns in- 
structing them to arrange a manifesto. The 
Cardinal declared that the Italian govern- 
ment would preferthe assassination or ex- 
pulsion of the Pope to the present situation. 
The Pope himself had recently said: ‘‘I am 
no longer a prisoner, but a hostage 
menaced with expulsion or assassination 
unless I capitulate before the enemy.’’ 
The Cardinal, continuing, said that the Pope 
would never accept the present situation, but 
nothing has as yet been decided upon in the 
matter of his leaving Rome. The conclave is 


abroad, and many of the Car- 
dinals have hitherto been re- 
lactant to act in this matter, but 


they have greatly modified their views since 
these French pligrim disorders. The lat ter 
may have the gravest consequences for Italy 
and the Vatican and the general situation, 
and perhaps seriously alter the relations be- 
tween allthe European powers and the Vat- 
ican. Itis said in ecclesiastical circles that 
the occupation of Rome by Italy would finish, 
like the finish to the French Commune, by the 
massacre of the hostages. 


EX-KING MILAN. 


SERVIA’S LATE RULER TO BECOME A PENSIONER 
OF RUSSIA. 

Paris, Oct. 15.—It seems incredible that ex- 
King Milan of Servia should have got rid of 
over 400,000 francs within the few months 
elapsed since he drew that sum from the 
Servian Treasury. The sum was paid with the 


understanding that Milan should 
cease to trouble Servia and 
should leave the country for years 


if not forever, and that Natalie should de 
made to follow his example. Milan got a 
check for 600,000 francs, but as he owed about 
200,000 francs to the Vienna bank on which 
the check was drawn, that amount was with- 
held by the bank. Now Milan is almost pen- 
niless and ready to throw himself at the feet 
of Ruseia or Austria, according to which na- 
tion is willing to pay the highest. The 
probabilities are that Milan will become a 
pensioner of Russia.

STOLE HIS SQUAW. 


An Alaska Indian Kills a Portuguese 
: at Point Barrow. 


TERRIBLE REVENGE TAKEN BY THE 
WHITE MAN’S COMRADES. 


The Native Tied to a Flagstaff and His 
Body Riddled With Bullete—An Elop- 
ing Couple Arrested for Horse Steal- 
ing-The German Official Scandal— 
Beaten to Death. é 


Saw FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 15.—Recently a 
story came from the North of the murder of a 
white at Point Hope by the natives, and the 
terrible revenge taken by his comrades. The 
facts of the case have jast come by a letter 
from Onalaska, It seems that the crime and 
retribution occurred at Point Barrow, a 
whaling station which is the farthest north 
of all places inhabited by white men. It 
seems that a Portuguese named Manuel was 


one of the white men employed at 
a steam whaling station at Point 
Barrow, He became enamored 


ofa squaw and induced the woman to live 
with him, The native husband objected to 
thisand took the woman away by force. 
Soon after the husband went ona deer hunt- 
ing exhibition and during his absence the wo- 
man went to llve with Manuel. When the 
husband returned he went with a rifie to 


Manuel's hut and seized the woman. Just 
then Manuel and a friend appeared. 
They threw the Indian out of the 


house, whereupon the enraged man raised his 
rifie and bDiew Manuel’s brains out. When the 
white men learned of the shooting they went 
to the Indian’s house, dragged him out and 
tied him up by the thumbs to a flagstaff. The 
poor fellow begged for mercy, deciaring 
he had only done what any of them 
would have done under similar circum- 
stances, ashe was mad with jealousy and 
had been abused by the man who stole his 
squaw. Despite his pleas, the white men 
formed a line about seventy-five feet from 
him and then literally riddied his body with 
bullets. A party of natives witnessed the 
affair and when it was over they cut the body 
down and buried it.

There has been hardly a week through all 
the summer just passed in which Street Com- 
missioner M. J. Murphy and Sprinkling 
superintendent WwW. L. Johnson did 
not receive an appeal from somebody 
to sprinkle the Ola Manchester road. It is 
the main highway to Benton, Barthold’s, 
manchester, Ballwin and the county line, 
and the travel over it is immense. Not 
only the farmers but many people 
jiving in henton and in the suburbs beyond 
there drive into the city inthe morning with 
their own carriages and return in the after- 
noon. The dust on the road at 
times during the hot weather was 
so disagreeable that the city people got into 
the habit of driving around through Forest 
park, leaving the Manchester road at Benton. 

In preparing the sprinkling bill, which 
will describe the streets to be sprinkled next 
year, Sprinkling Superintendent Johnson put 
in the Old Manchester road as far as the city 
umits. This has been approved by the 
street Commissioner and by Assistant 
Commissioner August Rauschbach, from 
whose hands the ordinance will go to the 
assembly. It now transpires, to the chagrin 
of the street officials, that Delegate Tom 
Kaye of the Twenty-seventh Ward has been 
instructed by his constituents out there 
to prevent the sprinkling of the Manchester 
road, as they do not want to incur the ex- 
pense that will attend it. 
“It is provoking,’’ said Supt. John- 
son, ‘‘but of course 1 can see 
that the opjection is a reasonable one, from 
the standpoint of those who are making it. 
There are many market gardeners out there, 


and their gardens extend along the 
road sometimes 500 feet or more. 
The cost of the sprinkling would 


be only about 5 cents a foot, but they don’t 
think that it would do thelr property any 
good and are unwilling even to stand that 
ex pense. It is to be regretted tnat 
the opposition has arisen. The road 
ought to sprinkled by all means. It isa 
public necessity,and perhaps the Assembly 
will see it that way.

FUNDS RUN OUT 


School Board Auditor Hammer- 
stein’s Remarkable Report. 


A Deficit of Nearly $256,000 in the Gen- 
eral Repairs Fund. 


THE BUILDING FUND ALSO EXHAUSTED 
BY SPECIAL WORK ORDERED. 


Both to Be Teziporarily Relieved by 
“Borrowing” From the New High 


School Fund—Significant Work by the 
Ways and Means Committee Last Mon- 
day Night—Financial Outlook for the 
Current Year—Some Interesting Com- 
parisons, 


The finances of the St. Louis School Board 
on Oct. 1, 1891, were ina somewhat remark- 
able condition, judging from the report of 
the Auditor, which has just been made to the 
Ways and Means Committee of the board. 

The condition is one which, to an eye not 
trained to the School Board habitof looking 
on a deficit as a thing to be easily overcome 
by a special school tax levied uponthe pub- 
lic, appears rather a serious matter. 

It makes a showing which certainly bears 
upon its face every indication that expendi- 
tures for at least the past year have been ap- 
proved and made in utter disregard ofthe 
School Board income, and that the finances 
of the board have been allowed to reach a low 
ebb, from which only the proposed increase 
of the school tax can relieve them. 

In the ordinary and usyal management of 
large estates, the income of the estates is 
necessarily the one and only basis of estimate 
as to what can wisely be spent upon the es- 
tates. : 

Inthe management of the public school 
interests of St. Louis, the School Board ap- 
pears to have two foundations of calculation 
as to the amounts it can dispense in the 
shape of public school moneys. 

The first basis of calculation is apparently 
the money on hand, or the known income of 
the School Board property. The second basis 
of calculation, added to the first when the 
Umit of the school cash is reactfed, is evi- 
dently the speculative one of how much ad- 
ditional can be gotten from the public in the 
form of an increased school tax. 

Only such a method of calculation could 
account for the financial showing made by 
the School Board on the first day of the cur- 
rent month. As a platform on which to go 
before the people with, perhaps, thirteen 
members of the present board candidates for 
re-election at the election of Nov. 4, the 
Auditor’s report is a document from which 
any candidate, save one backed by a ‘‘close 
corporation,’’ which supervises its own 
elections and election returns, would shrink 
in horror. 

Some study ofthe figures in a report made 
by Auditor Hammerstein to the School Board 
Ways and Means Committee the night before 
last will be found decidedly interesting. 
None of the figures of that report have been 
published until to-day. 

SOME SIGNIFICANT FIGURES. 

The Auditor’s statement of cash on hand 
Oct. 1, 1881, was as follows, giving the re- 
spective fundsto which the cash was cred- 
ited:

Of this amount there has already been 
paid $124,557.81, leaving a balance of appro- 
priation for expenditures for the remaining 
nine months of $963,552.69. Taking from this 
amount the cash now to thecredit of the gen- 
eral fund, $108,421.04, there appears thecer- 
tain expenditure of $845,131.65, to be over- 
come by the school Board income for the 
nine months of the fiscal year yet remaining. 
The total income from School Board prop- 
erty in 1888-89, the best record yet made, was 
$1,072,062.40 or say in round numbers, an in- 
come of $90,000 per month, This would give 
for the nine remaining months of this 
total income of $810,000, or just $35,131.65 less 
than the bare appropriations made for work 
that will certainly be done within that time, 
and most of which has already been con- 
tracted for. 

This deficit is serious enough in the figures 
given above, but the fact that the appropri- 
ations, based upon the estimates of the cost 
of the work, are invariably exceeded by the 
— cost of the work as shown by the con- 

ctors’ bills, and that much additional 
work will as a matter of course be decided 
upon and contracted for during the current 
fiscal year, gives this known deficit an un- 
known elasticity which can, and most prob- 
ably will, carry it well up into six figures be- 
fore the close of the year. 

JUGGLING WITH THE FUNDS. 


It should also be remembered that the 
Duliding fund and thehigh school fund, to- 
gether with the contemplated expenditures 
under those heads, are left altogether out 
of the above calculations.

ROBERT RAY HAMILTON, 


The Fact of His Death Established by a 
Wyoming Coroner’s Jury. 

MARKET LARR, Idaho. Oct. 15.~An inquest 
has just been concluded at Jackson Lake, 
Wyo., onthe remains of Robert Ray Hamil- 
ton, who was drowned in Snake River over a 
year ago, anda verdict rendered officially 
establishing his death. The inquest was held 
by Coroner Henry Code of Evanston, Minita 
County, Wyo., who made the trip to that 


far away place to hold the inquest. The 
body was found ma lonely grave ina rude 
box in one of the wildest sections of Wyom- 
ing. Witnesses were examined, and the 
Coroner and jury concluded that evidence 
sufficient had deduced to prove beyond 
doubt that the body found in the river, Aug. 
24, 1890, was that of the unfortunate Robert 
Kay Hamilton and no other, and a verdict to 
that effect was accordingly rendered. 

The unfortunate history of Hamilton is al- 
ready known. It wasto get away from the 
scene of his misfortunes in the Fast that he 
went tothe Wyoming wilderness to engage 
in hunting and fishing. It was while fo — 
the South Fork of the Snake River that he go

The reason forthis that the 
investigation is now expected to bea long 
and exhaustive one,and the Grand-jury is 
making effortto dispose of as much other 
pusiness awaiting its action as possible be- 
fore entering upon its investigation of the St. 


Louis jail. 
It is believed that when the inquiry into 


the jail delivery Goes begin, Circuit Attorney 
Ashley C. Clover will in person conduct {the 
investigation of the Grand- jury owing to the 
serious nature of the work to be done. There 
is but little doubt expressed as to the princi- 
pal outcome of the investigation. 

It is believed that the first inevitable result 
ofathorough examination into the jail de- 
livery scandal will bea recommendation from 
the Grand-jury for the discharge of Jaller 
Kraemer from office. This direction of the 


investigation is made inevitable by the de- 
velopment of the fact that the escape of the 
ten prisoners is due almost entirely to the 
peculiar complication existing in the man- 
agement of the jail. 

The fact that by a political arrangement 
with Mayor Noonan’s real choice for the Jall 
ership, Jaller Kraemer fills the office in name

THEIR WINTER'S WORK. 


PROGRAMME PREPARED BY THE ETHI- 
CAL CULTURE SOCIETY. 


Two New Olubs Will Be Organizsed— 
One Will Be for Women and the Other 
for Men—Lectures to Be Delivered This 
Winter. 


„The influence of the Late James Russell 
Lowell’’ isto be the subject of the opening 
address next Sunday morning at Memorial 
Hall at 11 o’clock by the regular lecturer of 
the Ethical Society. The general plans of 
work have been discussed by the Executive 
Committee for the coming season, and 
the society will enter upon its full 
course of work after this introductory 
lecture. Two new clubs are to be organized 
under the general auspices of the society this 
season, of a kind which have not heretofore 
been tried in St. Louis. The lecturer has for 
a long time had it in view, if possible, to en- 
courage a study in the history of ethics, in- 
vestigating the attitude of mind on 
the great problems of life by lead- 
ing thinkers at different epochs in 
the world’s history. A women’s club is 
therefore to be organized to take for its win 
ter’s thought a study of Greek Ethies. 
They will meet alternate Tuesday afternoons 
at the Guild room of the Art Institute at 4 
o’clock. The method of work will be largely 
through concrete examples. They are to 
begin for instance by taking a play from 
each of the great Greek dramat- 
ists, starting with Prometheus 
Bound“ of Aeschylus. Afterwards 
they will study the views of virtue and the 
highest good as held by Socrates, Plato and 
Aristotle. Then they will take up ethical 
ideals in art and mythology. There will also 
be a study on types of character, as, for in- 
stance, Pericles and the ideal Socrates. 
Finally there is to be an analysis of the 
Greek idea of love and friendship, of 
justice, of woman and the family. 
In each case a comparison is to be made 
withthe views of the Greeks on one hand 
and some other writer. For example, the 
thoughts of Plato would be contrasted with 
those of Herbert Spencer; the Character of 
the ideal Socrates will be compared with that 
of St. Francis of Assisi, the views in Aischy- 
lus will be placed alongside of the thoughts of 
Omar Khayyarn. The ideas of woman and 
the family will be contrasted with the 
thoughts of John Stuart Millon the Sub- 
ection of Women. The first meeting of 
hisclub is to be held next Tuesday after- 
noon, Oct. 20, with a general talk on Greek 
ethics and the literature on the subject by 
the lecturer of the society. 

SCHOOL OF APPLIED ETHICS. 

The summer School of Applied Ethics, held 
this last season at Plymouth, Mass., has sug- 
gested the plan of the Young Men’s Club for 
the discussion of similar questions. The 
lecturer will invite young men together on 
alternate Wednesday evenings. They may 
first havea light lunch and afterwards take 
up for earnest discussion some one of the 

eat practical questions of the hour. 

‘he first meeting will probably be 
on Wednesday evening, Oct. 28. 
when they will inaugurate the effort 
by a debate on the question: ‘‘Is It Possible 
for a Man to Be Strictly Honest and Be Em!i- 
nentiy Successful in Business?“ — will 
take SP such questions as, ‘‘Is It Possible to 
Be Strictly Honest and Be Eminently Success- 
ful in Politics?’’ ‘‘Is It Wise to Perpetuate 
Race Sym pathies in This Country 
Among Citizens Who Have Come Here 
From the Nations of Europe?’’ The 
Temperance Problem and the Power 
and weakness of example.’’ The Legiti- 
macy of Gaining,Speculating,etc.’’ It is pos- 
sible also that they will take up some of the 
leading social theories, inviting a represen- 
tative of each theory to be present, so as to 
state his point, answer questions and meet 
objections. The effort will be to bring out all 
sides of the issues. A —.— feature, how- 
ever, to be in a line of subjects which pertain 
to ethics as applied to present dally human 
affairs. 


The lectprer also hopes to introdue more of 
tnis ne Of Suvyeovtie rene addresses on Sun- 


jay mornings. He is anxious that no one 
fran should represent the thought or general 

ttitude of the society. He recognizes that 
there isa limit beyond whichthe abstract 
thinker may not go, or across which his ex- 
periences can never carry him. He hopes 
therefore tohave some of the citizens or 
members of the society take the platform 
and give addresses on some of these critical 
issues in applied ethics, bringing personal or 
business experiences to bear on these im- 
portant probiems. 

COMING LECTURES. 

Mr. M. M. Mangasarian, who takes Prof. 
Adler's place for the coming three months in 
New York, is to speak before the society the 
last Sunday in December. Mr. W. Mu. Salter 
of Chicago will speak the first Sunday in Jan- 
uary, before he goes to assume his duties as 
lecturer of the Ethical Soctety in Philadel- 
— Dr. Stanton Coit of the London South 

lace Ethical Society will be In this country 
for three months the coming spring 
to occupy the platform in 
New York. It is hoped that he will also speak 
here one Sunday morning. 

The Executive Committee have considered 
the plan of introducing a little more social 
life among the friends and members during 
the present season. This feeling has been 
practically ignored heretofore. Informal 
social gatherings may be held in the West 
End, and in Northand South 8t. Louls. The 
members of the society are scattered all over 
the city and in the suburbs, making it essen- 
tial to develop ulfferent local centers among 
those concerned inthe general work. 

This wide separation of the members of the 
society bas proved a serious embarrassment 
in forming ethical classes for the young. The 
lecturer, therefore, has been endeavoring 
more and more to have material prepared, 
which could be used Sunday afternoons by 
the different families in their home readings. 
The stories of the Old Testament were pre- 
ge two or three years ago by Prof. Adler. 

he lecturer of the society in St. Louis has 
written a story: ‘‘The Life of Jesus for 
the Young.’’ These are now in type- 
written form, so as to be loaned 
to families who might desireto use them. 
One ortwosuch littie groups were formed 
last spring by mothers getting the children of 
the neighborhood together, and reading 
these stories together. The lecturer has also, 
with the aid of the Normal class last spring, 
drawn up a complete outline of practical 
virtues and utiles. This will be 
also prepares in type written form 
go that it can be utilized by families if so de- 
sired. The most important fact, however, 
with reference to this matter is the circum.

athered for many years by the society in 

ew York is to be printed in book form. 
Ihe course of lectures delivered this 
last summer at th hool of

Felix Adler, is to be published this fall inan

& Co. and is considered by the lecturers to be 
the most valuable materialin this direction 
thus far issued in the history of the Ethical
